ta ^A*more beetiaf crime than Meeker*, rape and 
strangulation of a 12-year-old girt in a gravel pU near 
MUon is difficult to imagine. If murder of this 
kind without the slightest mitigating circumstance 
dose not call for the ultimate penalty, none does. 

The government offered no reason for reducing 
the sentence to life imprisonment, and none is reamiy 
conceivable except that it to against hanging. If this 

is eo. the final proof will come in the case of Leopold 
Dion of Quebec City. Dion, well labelled the National 
Parole Board’s most ghastly mistake, to under sen¬ 
tence of death for the killing of four young boys in 
the same week as his second release on parole from 
prison terms for sexual offences. 

Should Dion, too, be spared from execution, this 
surely will be taken additionally as proclaiming caUnet 
policy in tacit but definite fashion. Preferably Prime 
Minister Pearson or Justice Minister Favreau would 
be more straightforward and present the government a 
purpose diractlv to the House of Commons. 

If life imprisonment is to be substituted in all 
cases for capital punishment, moreover. Canada will 
be in need even more than it is now of a system of 
ensuring that ‘ life" does not mean ten years or any 
shortened period of imprisonment while danger to 
society still exists. .. , 

The possibility has been cited tbit Meeker might 
be released In ten or eleven years by a too trusting, 
too optimistic parole board, only perhaps to kill again. 
The board, according to figures quoted on this page 
last spring by Mr. Richard Jackson, has a record that 
to not entirely comforting: about one in ten federal 
prison in matea released by it has broken parole and 
bean returned to confinement. 

Mr. Pearson hae now given the Commons the 
semi-assurance that the government to considering 
ways to prohibit Meeker's release without proper safe¬ 
guard, three methods including a provision in connec¬ 
tion with the commutation order that the final dis¬ 
position of the prisoner could not be altered by the 
parole board. 

This would not satisfy all who demand that Me 
should mean life and nothing less, for it presumably 
would leave the way open for a cabinet of future years. 
If convinced on expert advice of a prisoner’s rehabili¬ 
tation, to take the responsibility of showing further 
mercy by countermanding the restriction in individual 

But if capital punishment^ to end, or hat ended, 
at least this much protection or its equivalent in one 
form or another can rightly be demanded as standard 
procedure by the people of Canada. 

Bus Subsidies 

M AYOR WILLIAM RATHIE of Vancouver seems 
sure of federal willingness to participate in 
subsidization of public transportation in Canadian 
cities. He anticipates that a definite, organized effort 
to come to agreement on this subject through discus¬ 
sion among the three levels of government will begin 
early next year. 

Maybe the mayor to over-optimistic, maybe he 
Isn't. Certainly though the dominion and the prov¬ 
inces can readily be seen as having some responsibility 
for the economic health of their growing urban centres 
and for the well-being of city populations, both in¬ 
juriously affected if transit systems fail to keep up 
with needs through inadequate service or through 
fares that discourage patronage. Neither the federal 
nor the provincial governments for that matter—to 
turn to politics—can be unaware of the increasing 
importance of urban votes. 

There is hence a reasonable hope, at least, that 
within a few months a subsidy program will be under 
active negotiation. And this would make it all the 
more deplorable if in the meantime, B.C Hydro were 
allowed practically to double its rates in the Victoria 
and Vancouver metropolitan areas, and thus to push 
more passengers permanently Into private cars. The 
province, and its profitable hydro authority, can surely 
afford to wait 


Ill-Becoming 

M R. GAGLARDI is a dynamic figure who gets 
things done but his ebullience not infrequently 
runs away with him. It has done so in rebuttal of 
federal MP Frank Howard's request for a road in his 
constituency. 

Submitted in poetic form which apparently has 
Irked the highway's minister no end, It has drawn from 
Mr. Gaglardl the response that he, Mr. Howard, can 
jump in the lake. Furthermore, the highways minister 
says, “I can run my own affairs” and so Mr. Howard 
should mind his "and stop being a disgrace to the 
public." 

Mr. Gaglard) makes one big mistake, although 
this tends to be a fault of some of his colleagues as 
well The highways aremot HIS affairs, even though 
he masterminds their building. They are the business 
of the people of B.C. The roads of the province belong 
to the public which foots the bill for their construction.

In any case the nature of his reply to a legitimate 
request, even if he has no mind to comply with it, ill 
lieeomes a cabinet minister of the Crown. Mr. Howard 
may be a federal MP, but as a British Columbian he 
has a perfect right to be interested in his area's need 
for roads. 

He also has the right to be answered in courteous 
terms, something which unfortunately seems so often 
to be absent from the vocabulary of the provincial 
highways minister. The iatter should mend his ways.

The legend of the heroin 
young president has already 
taken hold as it was sure to do. 
The young, the brave, the gay, 
the special air of grace—this is 
the stuff of the legend growing 
by leaps and bounds. 

The risk in all this is that 
the man will be lost in the ro¬ 
mantic legend. It brings a so¬ 
bering sense of reality to think 
that if he had lived lie would 
have been a candidate for re- 
election. And as the candidate 
he would have I wen subjected 
to the same vilification, the 
same hate, the same whispers

commentary on the campaign 
that has cloned.

The kind of attack that would 
have been directed against 
President Kennedy requires lit¬ 
tle Imagination.

It seems that every time the City of Victoria rubs up 
against the provincial government it cornea away with 
brtdsea. 

Latest lump was from the depart ment of tabor which 
nippad off 122.000 the city thought it was going to get in 
winter works assistance on the McPherson Playhouse 
project and the landscaping of Centennial Square. 

"The department does not feel that these projects 
qualified for winter work assistance as work was con¬ 
tinued throughout the summer and would have been 
continued for the winter in any event.'' read the letter 
to city ooundl.

There's a lot of hostility toward the provincial gov¬ 
ernment among mentor people at city hall. 

It’a not only what the government does to the city 
It’s the way that It does It. 

Blows, such as the latest, and the earlier one when 
municipal affairs Minister Dan Campbell restricted winter 
work benefits at a coat of about $100,000 io the city, are 
delivered without warning. 

There it no previous consultation with the city, no 
discussion or warning- It's just whammo — and the 
municipality has to start scratching around for money to

It Isn’t a policy calculated to win friends hut then the 
provincial government apparently doesn't need municipal 
friends.

Brazil Capable of Producing A-Bomb 


By FRANCIS HINT, from Rio de Janeiro 

Hie chief of the Brazilian Atomic Energy Commie 
■on has hinted that Brazil can no longer Umit Itself to 
purely peaceful applications of nuclear power. 

Ha did not say in so many words that hw govern, 
ment will attempt to build a nuclear bomb, but he did 
say that Brazil's attitude toward nuclear weapons must 
be thoroughly reappraised. 

The official. Luiz Clntni do Prado, said In an ex¬ 
clusive interview that the entire world picture as regards 
nuclear weapons has been drastically altered rince Com- 
murUst China blasted ill way into the ao<alIed nuclear 
dub last month. 

a a * 

From another source I leam that nuclear policy has 
been the subject of top-level discussions 4 in Brazil since 
the Red Chinese detonated their first device. 

Cinlra do Prado's statement appeared to reflect a 
complete turnabout in the attitude of Brazil, which has 


been foremost among tha nations prenung for a world 
ban on the further dissemination of nuclear weapons 

'Tn light of the Chinese teat." he said, "no nation 
ran renounce nuclear weapons today and simply stand 
aloof.” 

* * * 

He added that the number of nuclear powers may 
soon be expanded because of research bring carried out 
in India and Israel. 

Brasil, according to knowledgeable sources, is wholly 
rapaMe of pradaring • anrlear bomb. Her srieatlata, some 
of then, (rained la tha Usited Htatea, England and Franee, 
have tong been engaged In naclear research. 

There are at least three nuclear reactors in operation 
in Brazil and a fourth is expected to be put into use 
within the next few weeks. To date these have been used 
for research and training and for the production of radio¬ 
active isotopes used In medicine and agriculture. 


Relatively small deposits of uranium, a radioactive 
element used in the malting of nuclear bombs, have beep 
found in Brazil. An extensive geological survey is Under 
way in search of additional deposits. 


Thorium, which ha* been successfully converted Into 
a type of uranium, is abundant in Brazil. 

The eosl of prodaring a Brasilian bomb would appear 
to he prohibitive, but oourrea aay that much of the basic 
research haa already been performed and the funda¬ 
mental knowledge already acquired. 

* * * 

In this connection. Cintrm do Prado said it is prac¬ 
tically impossible to separate completely the peacelul 
and military aspects of nuclear research. "One cannot 
simply doee one eye.” he said. 

And it is pointless, he added, to enter into interna¬ 
tional trestle* governing, atomic energy unlsae such 
treaties are all-inclusive. 

Here he referred to the Treaty of Moscow, the limited 
ban on nuclear testing signed by the United States, the 
^Soviet Union and Britain. Neither Oommuntat China nor 
France, the other two nations that have carried out suc¬ 
cessful testa of nuclear devices, is a party to the treaty.

Observations of feeding habits of fish in Oak 
Bay Marina's Undersea Gardens show that the 
so lunar tables published regularly on the sports 
pages of the Colonist are a good bet to follow when 
fishing saltwater. 

Owner Charlie While asked gardens manager ft-uce 
Champion and gulden Helene de la Hitte McPherson, VI 
Doowetl and Bill Buxton to keep an eye on activity times 
of the fish. 

Their observations showed a definite tie4n between 
the aoluntr table* and the activity periods. The minor 
periods didn't shape up too well for fish activity, but the 
major periods which last from 1 '* to three hours were 
fairly reliable, with the activity period usually owning 
a little while after the major period started. 

Here Is how some of the observations at the Under¬ 
sea gardens tied in with the aolunar periods: 

On Oct. 9 major period was at 2:50 p.m. At 2:55 the 
sables, greenUnga, crabs and flounders were all resting 
By 3:15 they were acting up. swarming about looking tor 
food and even the sea anemones were opening. 

On Oct. 10 major period was at 3:40 p.m. By 3:45

Women Eat Laundry Starch 
To Satisfy Strong Craving 


IGS ANGELES (LAT 1-Preg¬ 
nant women with a craving to 
eat laundry starch were warned 
by physicians yesterday that the 
habit can cause severe anemia. 


[ The peculiar dietary craving! 
came to public attention in a 
survey of 987 obstetric patients 
taken at Chicago's Cook County 
Hospital. 

It was found that M.6 per cent 
of the women admitted, eat as 
much as a box a day of laundry 
starch, according to Dr. Louis 
Keith, a Chicago medical school 
obstetrician. 

Blood tests revealed that 
severe anemia was almost twice 


as frequent in starch eaters. 
Relatively high hemoglobin 
levels were five times more 
common in the non-starch eat¬ 
ers. 

Physicians at La* Angeles 
General Hospital said that 
starch rating is fairly common 
among obstetrics patients. 

Starch eating is related to clay 
eating, another odd dietary

Males Childless! 


By M. V. CUBAN (JT, I1HN 

TREE — (M.E.J., Lady- 
smith). The failure at your sumach to 
bear any "candles’* is because your 
plant is a male. Like holly and poplar, 
sumach is one of the tew kinds that 
come in separate male and female 
plants. 

Only the female sumach produces 
those attractive rose-crimson clusters, 
and there Is nothing you can do to per¬ 
suade your male tree to have babies. 

FLETCHER'S CYPRESS (W.MeM., 
Victoria ). Cupressus Oetdwri responds 
well to pruning in late April, when 
strung new growth Is commencing for 
the season. 

As awn as your little tree grows to 
about the size you want, pruning should 
be done EVERY year to maintain a 
pleasing size artU shape, and so it never 
becomes necessary to cut it back really 
drastically. 

Never shear it over with the hedg¬ 
ing shears, but shorten the individual 
tipit with a knife or secateurs, shaping 
the plant to your taste. 

Annual pruning of the top will cause 
this cypress to gnaw wider, while the 
tipping of the side growths will make 
for a taller, slimmer bush. 

Bl RNT OVER LAND — (L.F.K.. 
Croltoni. The reason why a burnt-over 


meadow grows so lush and green is 
because the stubble and trash la turned 
into ash, rich In plant food and In a 
form quickly available to the roots. 

The laiming doesn’t add anything to 
the sum total uf nutrients, though; it 
merely makes them available imme¬ 
diately Instead of doling them out over 
a period of time, as would be the case 
If the stubble were allowed to decom¬ 
pose In the field. 

Plant nutrients in the form uf ash 
ore highly soluble and are leached out 
of the soil by rain, so the effect of 
burning is not very long-lasting. 

RIPENING PEAK* - iILG., Esqui¬ 
mau I. Pears are the moat difficult of 
all fruits to harvest correctly, for If 
picked too soon, the fruit will be flavor¬ 
less and may shrivel In storage. If left 
on the tree too long, they tend to rot 
at the core. 

Pears are harvested when they are 
mature but before they are dead ripe. 
The time far picking is when the fruit 
stem parts readily from the tree when 
(he pear is lifted gently in the palm uf 
the hand. 

Ideal storage temperature is between 
40 and 50 degrees, with a somewhat 
humid atmosphere. The fruit is ready 
to eat when the flesh at the neck or 
stem end ‘'give*" slightly when pressed. 

At this stage, bring your pears into 


ordinary room tampan lure lor M hours, 
then serve. 

TRANSPLANTING BROOM — (FA, 
Culwoodi. Broom ia a difficult subject 
to transplant safely, and frankly, I 
digi'l think you would have any luck In 
moving your eight - year • old. while- 
flowered specimen. These plants are 
not very long-lived anyway, and your 
elderly gentlemen would almost cer¬ 
tainly resent being shifted out of his 
comfortable quarters. 

It would be better to buy a new im 
(rum a plant nursery when you mm a 
house young specimens are quite In¬ 
expensive. Or, if you wish, you could 
try your hand at raising some plants 
from seed, growing them in pots sink 
in the ground to facilitate later trans¬ 
planting. 

GRAPTED CHERRY TREE— (R.Y., 
Victoria 1 . It ia possible to buy an apple 
tree so grafted that each branch bears 
a different variety, but I don't think I 
have ever seen such a multi-variety 
cherry tree. 

1 don't know of any technical reason 
why a cherry tree shouldn't ha sa 
grafted or txjdded. and it seems to me 
that it wtxil^be a decided advantage, 
for the croas-poittnatian af the blos¬ 
soms, to have branches of more than 
one variety. 

1 don't know why multi - grafted 
cherry trees are not offered for sale.

Of the Three Young Friends

Once upon a time , i cell over 50 years ago, there 
lived in a town called Choppington , in the north of 
England , three boys, school friends. They were 
roughly of an age, and all three very different each 
from the other , but they hatl one oulsUmding desire 
in common . . . they all longed to build a model rail¬ 
way—a real one, with a proper steam engine, little 
cars in which they themselves could ride, and their 
own track. They taiketf about it all the time.

But the decoder and their diverse .Uvea 
separated them. The first boy was named 
Charles Peel, and he became an engineer-, sure 
enough, but was killed doing hi* Job on the 
Burma Road. The life of the second boy ■ 
and this, at long last, is really his story was 
something else again. 

He aeems to have been a most extraordi¬ 
nary individual a genius, even ftom child¬ 
hood. He could do anything and everything, 
and that, says the third friend, was perhaps 
his downfall. He became writer, poet, cufior, 
wood-carver and painter, and he excelled in 
every field, yet never came to lasting fame in 
any of them. 

As a youngster he was always full of 
energy and new ideas. Once, playing in what 
had been the graveyard of a long abandoned 
and ruined monastery, where centuries of rain 
had washed away the soil, he came upon some 
human bones. He collected them, dug about 
for more, and took them all home and boiled 
them ... to make himself a skeleton, because 
he thought a skeleton would be an interesting 
item to have around. When he was 14, he had 
a strenuous Job. He was a projectionist for 
some of the very first movie films ever made, 
turning the hand-operated crank, and then, 
when the show was over, dashing off with it 
on his bicycle to the next theatre, some four 
miles away, to present it all over again’ 

He kept a tight xheduie - with this, but 
found it so exhausting that he presently put 
together a little electric motor to run the pic- 
lure. so that he could rest! 

As the years went by, other facets of ar¬ 
tistry captured his interest. He made the Lon¬ 
don stage, was acclaimed as an actor, and 
became a friend of Grade Fields. As a war 
memorial for a Unitarian Chapel in his 
vicinity, he made a stained glass window, and 
did some fine Interior wood-carving. Long 
years after, moved by the dreadful story of 
the Hartley Pit Disaster in 11162, In which so 
many miners lost their lives, he wrote a book 
about this, which he called "The Broken Beem" 

I the initial cause of the tragedy). Publishers 
were interested, but wanted the dialect modi¬ 
fied The temperamental author would change 
nothing, so the book never went into print. 
Ultimately he himself burnt the manuscript, 
possibly In frustration. 

But his moat outstanding works may yet 
bring him some degree of fame. When he 
was 16 he painted two large historic oils. The 
canvases are about three feet by two. One 
represents Queen Elizabeth I passing sentence 
of death upon Mary Stuart, and the other is 
of the doomed Queen of Scots and her attend¬ 
ants listening to the reading of the death war¬ 
rant- The youthful painter, who had never 
had any Instruction of any soil, mutt have 
conducted a vast amount of research to get his 
details correct. Costumes, personnel. Interior 
decor, likenesses, all are meticulous, and are 
done in the manner of the old masters, with 
the most painstaking attention to such de'ails 
a-s the pattern of the Oriental rugs, the carv¬ 
ings on stone pillar and candlestick, and light 
and shadow on the fold of fabric and fur. 

Not only are the paintings extraordinaiy 
for the work of a young, untrained hoy, but 
they were done under the greatest possible 
disadvantages. His mother was a remarried 
wi«low. and there was no love lost between 
the child and his stepfather, who owned a 
grocery shop. and. angered when the hoy prgr 
ferred his paints to vegetables and staples, 
kicked a hole in one of the canvases. Fifty

year* later, when the two glowing pointings 
were given by the artist to theirepresent 
owner, they weie accompanied by a wd little 
note which said: 


"... had I been able to keep up this 
standard of work, and the seed had fallen on 
fertile ground, I wonder what I would have 
been doing now. Three two old pictures have 
been stolen, kicked, thrown out of a church, 
and lay In a coal house at Choppington, half 
buried in small coal, and then finally left to 
rot In a damp hut in the field here ..." 

The same letter goes on to My that only 
one perwon ever valued hi* work, and that was 
"the lovely girl I married." She too was an 
artist, a niece of Clement Attlee, and her chief 
work was a superb head of Chriat which be¬ 
came so well known that It eventually came 
to the attention of the churches, and many 
ecclesiastics came with offers to buy It. But 
by that time the much beloved wife had died, 
and the bereft husband would part with noth¬ 
ing that had been here. Once they had had a 
lovely hotne, but neither had much of a head 
for business and the practical side of life. *o 
in the end the home was lost, and the couple 
went to live in a caravan, “in the field here." 


Today the artist still lives in his caravan, 
alone now except for several cats with which, 
also, he will not part, because his wile had 
loved them. He is over 70, and la*t winter he 
had a heart attack and lay for hours In pour¬ 
ing rain until discovered by two lorry driver*, 
who saw to tt that he was taken to hospital. 
Pneumonia developed, naturally enough, and 
doctor* and nurses despaired of his hfe. but 
he recovered, and has gone back to his cats 
in their mutual, small, rather damp home. 

His name ■ Hugh Swinburne. 

And that brings us to Jhe third friend. Sam 
Suntei*. the present owner of file painting*, 
and his wife live now at 50.16 Sunrise Terrace, 
overlooking Cordova Bay. He has never for¬ 
gotten that mutual boyhood desire to be an, 
engine driver. 


He was interested In flying, too. and when 
the First World War came along he tried to 
Join up. He was too young, of course, but 
tried again when he was 18. They took him, 
but his eyesight wasn’t up to requirements, so 
he finished Ida service with the Royal En¬ 
gineers. 

In 1925 he and hks wife came out la CbJ- 
gary from the Old Country. He homesteaded 
for awhile, and then, he says, "drifted into tha 
garage business, and automotive ■upphas." 
finally winding up in Victoria, where they 
came for the sake of hi* wile's health. They 
have s son and a daughter. 

Over the year* Ram has made many un¬ 
usual contacts and developed some Interesting 
hobbies. He roOtck special films and record¬ 
ing tapes, and in the latter group has soma 
of ihe historical speeches made by Church!U, 
General Smuts, King George VI. and many 
otheiv. 
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He has intrigukig tale* to teO of some at 
his poNtteoM. There are, tor instance, two 
pen and ink sketches done by a friend named 
ChorUs Dick, who was taken prisoner by tha 
Germane at Dunkirk, removed to a Stalag In 
Poland, and then, when the Russians advanced 
and the Germans were on the run, was 
marched back through the snow* of that vkd- 
ous winter, carrying the pictures and a mans 
of notes of Ms adventures which he later 
described In the form of a fiction novel But 
Charles Dick, ike counties* of his fellows, had 
suffered much as a PoW, and the day cams 
when he hadn’t the strength to carry his poor 
bundle along that bitter road. But he wuukta't 
give it up. He managed to rig up a ttny sled, 
and for the balance of thnae score* of ky 
mile* until the end, he pulled hi* ireaauraa 
after him. So Stun Sunter values those little 
drawing*. 

As for the Swfcnbume paintings, ha hasn't 
had these tor very long. He and his wife went 
back to England awhile ago. and when they 
went to see Ms oM friend In the trailer. Ussy 
found the can vanes making a bed for the Cato. 
Sam couldn't stand H. He thought they 
brilliant and beautiful and should be 
w here where people could appreciate and enjoy 
them With the artist's permission he removed 
them from their great gilt frames, rolled them 
up. and brought them to Victoria. Tbday they 
hang upon Ms wall, still minus frames, bat 
startlingly vivid hi their Jewel Hke tones and 
drama lie grouping. He wouldn't part wMh 
them for the world, but he would be glad to 
loan them for an exhibition. 

“Hugh Mibumr la old now," he say* a 
little sadly, "and very much alone. I would 
like him so have some recognition before It'a 
too late." 

But that's history. How many fine anitos 
ha\e known no recognition -until It was too 
late’ 

One other matter of interest Sam Sunter 
l* the man who built and rum the little rronla- 
ture railway at Cordova Bay IMattkk's Farm). 
Of the three boy* of half a century ago he la 
the only one who attained that great ambition. 
He built s model of the Roval Scot while In 
Calgary, and r* still there. Here, he has two 
steam engines, one electric, and a half mile of 
track. He is very popular during the summer 
month*, and so la his son Richard, who reamed 
a merry go round from oblivion, got It In work¬ 
ing order, and has it whirling nearby. 

But Sam's one regret is that he will never 
have either of his friends of long ago.

The airport at Kingston is built 
on a spit of land that forms the 
breakwater for Kingston's har¬

Nassau l« 500 mile* to the north, but Jets 
take one out of the tropic* into the cooler sub¬ 
tropic* iu little over an hour. 

New Providence Inland on which Naaaau ia 
aituated iu ore of the .-mailer of the hundreds 
of Bahamian Island*. It la only 2b miles long 
and II miles wide, but It la a place of immenaa 
wealth in it* own peculiar way. 

Pracucally everything has to be imported 
Into the Bahamas, except perhaps coconut* and 
tome other tropical crops, but it ha* no income 
ot property tax and that makes It a haven of 
sweet content for world's greatest moneybag*, 
including Canadian fnencier E Plunket Taylor 

Most of the business In the quaint and 
lovely old city of Nassau hi financial. Bank*— 
Canadian, British and American—abound, and 
trust companies worthy of any international 
ranking have office* there. Financial deala In 
the million* are dealt with by suave officer* 
who hate learnt their business In the aristo¬ 
cratic financial house* of the City of London 
or ol New York s Wah Street. The one con- 
cession to the Lombard Street approach is that 
the Bahamian proles-riona! men wear tropical 
clothes and *t at their dr*lw in shirt sleeves 
tor at least some of those 1 met dol. 

A Little More Formal 

A* can be imagined the atmosphere ot 
colonial Nassau ia rat Ivor less free and easy 
than that of independent Jamaica, but for the 
type of people the Bahamas attract that rep¬ 
resents a tolerant safely to their aims. 

Temperature* in Naaaau In the winter 
season are not so warm as in Jamaica, and in 
February the temperatures are more suitable 
to golf than to sea both mg: but Nassau. Hke 
Jamaica ha* plenty to offer the disciple of the 
Koval and Ancient Game. 

The ol,le*t course in Nassau and the oldest 
In the Caribbean area i* the 40 year-old Nassau 
Colt Club, within the city area, and providing 
social fan lilies of a hifh order in addition to 
its «»9? yards long. 18-hole course. 

The course ia characterized by some fine 
holes d...- legged by strategically placed coco¬ 
nut p-ilm or Australian p:ne trees. Its pro. 
Al Collin*, who has been there for over 20 
years, thinks the fourth and seventh holes are 
among the best in the area. Al has met moat 
of the uoiid’H celebr.i-e* In his period at Nas¬ 
sau, including of course the Duke of Windsor, 
who was governor there for a period during 
the war. 

Th« Bahama* are romr-ietrlv cosmopolitan. 
One of the games I played at Nassau was with 
an Englishman who strangely enough was the 
Dutch consul tor Honduras, although he had 
r-*«red from business in the picturesquely 
nam>*i capital of tha* roumry, Teguslgalpa. 

Hi* wife lives in Montreal, but he would

have none of that climate, and he had settled 
down in an apartment overlooking the golf 
course. He told me he paid >300 a month in 
rent, which seemed high, but he dalmed Nas- 
aau was a good and reasonable plan In which 
to live -thank* to the fact that no tax is pay¬ 
able either on income or real estate.

To get to Arawak from Nassau one phones 
the Arawak clubhouse and in no lime a last 
motor launch will arrive to pick you up at the 
nearest landing stage. Hie pick-up and return 
se rv ice ia included in Arawak 1 * >10 green fee. 

Arawak was laid out by Texan architect 
Dick Wilson four years ago. He was faced 
with the immediate problem of having to work 
on aome 200 acres of real estate which had no 
topaoil. Like most of the Bahamian Islands 
k la of coral origin. 

But when the Paradise owner ia a New 
York multi-millionaire -in this case Hunting- 
ton Hartford of A. and P. Store*, etc.—footing 
the bill such problems are taken in their stride. 
Wilson merely shipped thousands of ton* of 
soil from the Florida swamplands to cover the 
fairways and greens. 

If Wilson had trouble with the shortage of 
soil he had material galore In the shape of 
sandy beaches, sand dune*, inland laronns, 
ravines and tropical trees around which to 
shape his magnificent links. 

The back nine had been opened only shortly 
before I played the course last winter, and it 
was hardly in the best of condition. 

Once Its turf ia fully established It will be 
one of the world’s really fine courses, and a 
test for anyone when the winds are blowing. 
It ia €.932 yards off the back tees and 6,545 
off the middle tees.

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Victorians Remember Her with Pride

II it gratifying to British (•/umfriwu nnti ftar- 
ticularly to Victorians that the name of the late 
Emily Carr has been chosen for one of the i comen s 
residences on the campus of Victoria's new university. 

So much has been written about the artistic life 
of this famous artist that there is little to add* Her 
first book , “Klee Wyck” iron the governor-gen- 
ernl's award for the best non-fiction in 1914, the 
year of its publication.

Remember the old nursery 
rhyme: “For leant of a nail the 
ghoe i eax lout . . .** and of courge. 
the horse, the rider , the battle 
and so forth. This is the story of 
a unique sicitrh — the man i eho 
»r as lost by adding a nail. 

Oita Fran h and urns his name , 
a young man long on met hint and 
short on logic: a failing that per¬ 
haps he sensed as 46 wars ago 
this month, he settler! in to the drub 
routine of three years in an I/- 
lerla fienitentiary. 

A little guy iras Otto, not much orer 5 feet, and probably didn't 
weigh orer I W pounds soaking i ret. At 19. when we first meet up 
with him. he shows little sign of formal schooling, but. in keeping 
with his t.erman background. is something of a wizard with lords. 
He lined nothing better than to shape and fashion things in wood 
and metal in the workshop behind his father's barn. I guess at times 
he got lost in the complexities of some piei'e of mechanism and his 
outlook suffered. Thut's the only way I ran account for his oversight 
of the nail. 

The story goes back to the Cole ranch 
house in the district of New Norway, near 
Cumrose, Alberta, and the hot and sunny 
morning of August 29, 1916, when the 
rural mail man left a package addressed 
to WaytiP, one of the Cole boys. 

Wayne didn't expect anything in the way 
cl a package, but when he uj>ened a in Ule 
presence of a brother, to his surprise it was a 
box of candy, He couldn't figure who on earlh 
would eend h>m goodies, but anyway he 
sampled one and a few minutes later was 
violently sick. When he jecovered his equi- 
libr.um he could only figure it was a bad joke 
or well, he didn't know. Anyway, slightly 
putted, he set the candy &n a top shelf in his 
bedroom cupboard. 

Five weeks later, on Sept. 28. he got an¬ 
other package in the mall. Left in the same 
fashion by the rural delivery man. th>- was 
somewhat heavier and bigger, carefully wiap- 
prd In brown paper and plainly aildn -^ed to 
Wayne Cole. Again his brother w-a* an inter¬ 
ested onlooker as he cut the cord ar.d undid 
the wrapping. to reveal a neat, varnished 
wooden box with what appeared to be a sliding 
lid. At least it had a notch at one end that 
plainly railed for the application of a thumb¬ 
nail. However, along with the notch Cole 
noticed a nail in the lid and being a logical 
young farmer, figured the nail would pi event 
the free movement of the lid. no pulled it out. 

When he slid back the cover, he saw that 
someone had sent him a snvedoff, single- 
barrelled shotgun, and just for laughs had left 
the hammer corked. As he studied It. suddenly 
It dawned upon him that with devilish in¬ 
genuity the nail in the lid must have been 
renting against the trigger- and there was a 
shell in the gun* If at first he had slid out 
the lid, no knowing what might have hap|<encd. 

At that moment, however. Wavne Cole 
didn't know the half of it: the gun was really 
■ bomb, the foreshortened barrel stuffed w,ih 
dynamite' 

Of rourse. when later he gauged the full 
potential of the infernal marh.ne and his hair- 
bieadth escape from death, came also the Un¬

Castm and Coronation; after 
which he found himself promoted to detective 
and posted to B Division headquarters- at Red

At that time Henry, whese piciuce* showed 
tom to be tall, datk and re ->nabty tun 
wa* perhaps one,of a bare half dozm P"Hc* 
officers In Western Canada who glimpsed the 
future role of ac.ence in poJ.ce work. It was 
the year that Victoria's cry police first class- 
lied and filed flrgerpm *«. «o you ran imagine 
a prairie constable who dabbled in f ngerw 
print*, ballistic*. photography and the l.ke wal 
something of a nove’ty. It was the vnr, by 
the way. that B.C'« Pioviocal Police bought 
their first automobile. Just <jne car. Next 
year there would he an o' Vr' 

As Brace settled In at Re-1 Deer, one of the 
assignments toesrd hi* way was to go Through 
ihe old P.NAVMP files and try to conclude any 
unfinished busine-s. It w * in going through 
the files that he was struck with the ide* that 
Wayne Cole’s particular problem was worthy 
of another try. ' * 

First, from the court registrar at Cam rose. 
Brace got hold of the or >mal exhibts: the 
bomb, thp box of candy, the original wrap 
pings, and the analyst’s report. Being a bit 
of a gun crank the was to make hia name later 
as Western Canada's fir-r full time ballistic 
expert) the shotgun bomb interested him 
greatly. He noted how the hammer hail been 
hauled back to full cock by means of a light 
leather thong after the weapon hod been 
boxed; then the thong hud been pus lied back 
through the hole In to the box. He noticed 
how the barrel had been cut down, tb- muzzle 
hammered together, then brazed. Altogether 
It looked like the work of a man w-ho was a 
fair mechanic. In both wood and metal. But 
not a man who worked u >h any degree of 
kigic. Proof was the fact that the gun he cent 
through the mail still bore the maker * serial 
number -a point which caused our frrend 
1 Ienrv promptly to query the factory as to the 
possible retail outlet. 

As he awaited an answer to this question, 
he turned his attention to the box of c-ndy, 
which unfortunately proved tn be stich a com¬ 
monplace product, that the rale was imne*- hie 
to p.npoint.

In 
fact al the happier. He had rucently got mar 
rwd. 

It waa Pie bright Dougherty who put this 
rhiammonia In claanar hna utaen he re¬ 
marked ana day ta Braes.

The swift conjecture was worth checking 
out. but unfortunately the new Mim Ooie 
couldn't think of a aoul whs considered himself 
a rival Is hsr hand. Na one at al- except, 
maybe Otto Frankanel. Months ago he had 
tried In date her snee sr twice, but she had 
ether things to do. But then, aa she remarked, 
Otbs was such a aka quiet I s l tow —no one 
could consider him a suspect. 

Henry Brace wondered. He'd seen a lot of 
nice young fellows in his day—aocne had even 
beau behind burs!

While they were there they took in details 
of his nest workshop, and unsuccessfully 
combed the premises for the missing end of 
the shotgun barrel However, when they were 
on the property they also took In the fact that 
there was a slough nearby. Once they had 
Otto safely under lock and key, they returned 
to see what it could offer.

Staney 
Indians, who wet keeping the area nnder 
rloae surveillance, strewed toe redes over the 
countryside and obliterated every traoe at the 
slaying as well that the site has yet to he 
re-faceted. 

Winter passed. Lemon remaining In To¬ 
bacco Plains with the priest, fighting recur¬ 
ring periods ot insanity. But in the meantime, 
won! of his find had spread throughout Mon¬ 
tana and Atoarta, and by spring a large ex¬ 
pedition had formed. Them men urged be¬ 
fuddled Lemon to guide them to the mine, to 
which he agresd. 

But months later the disheartened party 
returned to Montana with a raving Lemon. 
Apparently he had been unable to find his 
mine and. threatened by the angry misers who 
accused him of deliberately deceiving them, 
had become violently mad to the extent that 
he had to lx bound and placed under constant 
guard.

Tom Prtmroae: and "An Historian"* View.” by 
Glenbow Foundation Archivist Hugh A. Demp- 
aey. 

This la toe intriguing story as told in this 
book and In newsp ap er aooouns* Strangely, 
the probable key to the mine's authenticity bee 
bi ah old edition of The Daily C'uionlM . . . 

Senator Riley, who maintained a high de¬ 
gree of interest in the mine tor year* (al¬ 
though some suspect k was the mine's story 
thai intrigued him', Is probably the man re¬ 
sponsible tor the legend's survival. This la 
hi* "Original Legend 

About spring, W70. a prospecting expedi¬ 
tion left Tobacco Plains. Montana, t Tobacco 
Plains la an area about 20 miles by 30 miles, 
two-thirds of which he* In Mootana and trie 
remaining third hi B.C Two of the men in 
the party were Joe tor Mark. Bill. Frank—take 
your pick) Lemon, and a man known as 
Black Jack. 

leaving the main body of miners, these 
-two struck southward In company of a large 
half breed band, under one La Nouse, as pro¬ 
tection against the Black feet. Just how hostile 
the Black feet were is vividly indicated by the 
following Dally Colonist account of that date; 

** . . . The Blackfoot Indians are very trouble¬ 
some, and It is estimated that they have mur¬ 
dered about 300 miners . . . since adventurers 
have been attracted (here'. They are a numer¬ 
ous and warlike tribe, and openly avow their 
delerm (nation to kill every white man who 
come* into their country. They wear scalps 
attached to tririr belts, one of which, a fine, 
curly one. was recognized as the late oapiUaiy 
covering of Michael Bryan, who was murdered 
by them last summer ...” 

TT\e informant also declared that his life 
"was not safe 20 miles from the fort.” 

later lemon and Black Jack again spbt 
With the party, following an Indian trail up 
High River toward Tobacco Plains, while the 
others continued on their way. According to 
Senator Riley, it was as they packed through 
this area trial they discovered “color." Fol¬ 
lowing a stream, they uncovered gold from 
“grass roots to bedrock” and sank two shaft*. 
However, the mother lode, a gold-streaked 
ledge, was arcidentally found when one of the 
men was bringing the horses In from their 
picket line. 

But Black Jack was not to share the bon¬ 
anza. TTiat night, after a violent argument 
over wtiether to return in spring or remain 
the season. Lemon grabbed the camp axe and 
crept to the Side of hi* sleeping partner. And 
with one smashing blow poor Black Jack 
made his exit . . . 

Suddenly attacked by terror, the shivering 
Lemon stoked his fire, gripped his rif and

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paced back and torth until morning, now 
afraid to travel in dark mas But dawn must 
certainly have dragged her heels for the fright¬ 
ened murderer. For that night was filled with 
eerie moaning and whistling trie sport of two 
Stoney Indians. William and Daniel Benduw. 
who had followed toe Americana, watched the 
finding of toe gold and aitnmed Black Jack's 
murder. 

With toe first probing finger of sunrise. 
Leman fled, leaving the camp to be ransacked 
by toe braves, who rode hts two abandoned 
horaea to report everytofcig to Chief Bearapaw 
in the village at Morley. 

Aware of what a galdruah would do to their 
domain (apparently the Stoneya wnt not at 
war w4to the whites), Bearapaw swore the 
brothers to aecrecy—a accret that has lasted 
to this day. 

Reaching Port Benton. Lemon flashed gold 
samples, the trader* there describing the ore 
as **a body of solid gold with a little rock shot 
Into k'” 

Finally arriving at Tobacco Plains, Mon 
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Almost Immediately the priest dispatched 
another expedition, this time under the lead 
of John McDougaU, the mountain man who 
buried Black Jack. Then at Fort Benton, Me- 
DowgaU was to join the party at Crow’s Neat 
Lake and begin the search from there. He 
started on his Journey to their camp but got 
sidetracked at Fort Kipp he dsank hlmsrff 
into a ooma and died! 

The following year, a third expedition was 
defeated by raging forest fires. 

Still undaunted, the priest outlined yet an¬ 
other party, again to be guided by a seemingly 
recovered Lamcn But aa-lhay neared the site 
of the tragedy, hia mind was once more un¬ 
hinged by guilt and fear and they, too. were 
lorced to abandon the quest. 

Finally discouraged, the priest threw In hia 
hand. But pr ivate expedite ns quickly took 
up the search, the search that laats to this 
day—all unsuccessful. 

Eventually Lafayette French joined the 
hunt, convinced that he would succeed where 
others had failed. Born »n Pennsylvania about 
1840. he had worked for the Standard 0.1 Com¬ 
pany, hunted buffalo, traded, prospected and 
ranched. He arrived in Alberta in the early 
1880s and became one of the first ranchers in 
the southern region of that province. 

But in the rugged foothills French, a strap¬ 
ping outdoorsman. was suddenly stiickcn with 
sn unusual malady that almost killed him. He 
barely dragged himself back to civilization. 
.Senator Riley believed him victim of the mine's 
“strange hoodoo." 

French is supposed to have shown a pen 
and ink map to a friend, saying It had been 
sketched by Lemon and showed the mine’s site. 
Renewing his oath to find the e! dorado. he 
epent the next 15 years packing into the moun¬ 
tains In search of the gold, spending his sav¬ 
ings and health in ihe process. 

In the 1890s he actually had two survivors 
of the original attempts pack In with him, 
hoping they would recognize landmarks. Again 
he met with failure 

But It was upon William Brndow. the 
Storey brave who, with h's brother, had wit¬ 
nessed Black Jack’s slaying years before, that 
French pinned hia greatest hope. He housed 
and fed the Indian and hia followers for a whi¬ 
ter and offered him 25 horse* and 25 head of 
cattle ta fortune in that country) to reveal 
the mine's location. Bendow agreed and they 
started Into the mountains. But on the second 
day, terrified by some superatitlon 'or as 
French ruefully suspected, afraid of Chief 
Jacob Rearspawi Bendow turned back. 

But French refused to surrender, and once 
aesin persuaded William to guide him to the 
mine. And that night Bendow died suddenly 
- mysteriously. Convinced his death was the 
result of his intending to reveal the tribal 
secret, his follower* returned his Ivdy to tha 
M or fry Reserve—where hi* son-in law imme¬ 
diately died In the same strange manner! Thie 
further convinced the Indians that foe Bet* 
dows had provoked the anger of spirit Wah- 
oondah. 

And In a matter of days French himself 
was to die’ 

Having trekked Into the foothills on hi* 
own that winter of 1912. he spent the night 
of his return In an abandoned cabin. Early 
the next morning, the shack burnt into flame, 
and French was severely burned before ha 
pulled himself clear. 

In excruciating pain, the gallant old fighter 
then crawled two miles to the Bedingfield 
R-rnch. later purchased by the Prince of Wales 
and world-known as the “E.P. Ranch." 

It is these last hours of Lafayette French 
that today prompt the “Lost Lemon Mine's"* 
greatest mystery. For a few hours before the 
fatal blaze. French had written to a friend— 
and had boasted of finally having located "IT!" 
But hefore he could see this friend he was 
dead and took the secret to the grave. 

Riley ended hi* account with reference to 
the search having "claimed more than Black 
Jack's life."* He mentions the story of a whita 


man’s skeleton that was found near Okl Man 
River, its "bony fingers still clutching a bag 
of gold." Also included is the tale of two 
badly wounded men who atopped overnight at 
a foothills ranch In the 1890s. According to 
legend, they were carrying gold dust and flee¬ 
ing eastwaid. The next morning they insisted 
on leaving the ranch and vanished. It is specu¬ 
lated that they may have found the mint and 
had been followed and slain by vengeful In¬ 
diana. 

Riley also said that -periodically ruined 
cabins were found in secluded gulches. lh«*»r 
ages determined by rusted murv-Je loading 
guns, pack saddle* and other rotted equ.p- 
meut and supplies. As he noted ... no man 
voluntarily abandon* hi* supplies in the moun¬ 
tains. 

Calgary Albertan editor Tom Primiosr in¬ 
terviewed King Bearspaw, grandson of Chief 
Jacob Bearspaw, in late 1901. when that in¬ 
domitable prospector believed he had finally 
unlocked the mlne’a secret. Apparently Prim¬ 
rose has done no little amount of research 
Into the original legends. He found that some 
years after French’s mysterious death, gold 
ore waa discovered in the cabin's ruin*, but it 
was later learned to have been “salted” by a 
Montana miner, who had smuggled H Into 
A font a. 

H* stories on King Beaispaw were carried 
by many Canadian newspapers at the tame. 
He reported that the Bearspaw connection with 
the lost mine has been a long one; tr »»« 
King’s grandfather. Chief Jacob, who had 
sworn his tribesmen to silence. Jacob tokJ the 
secret to hi* son, Moses, who later became 


chief. But Moses never told his own son, King, 
who let it be known that he would And and 
make use of the ’‘cursed” gold. 

Sunendering hia position as futuie chief, 
his rights—and security—as a treaty Ind an 
in 1921, King began hia epic search for the 
mine that would last 40 years. During a bliz¬ 
zard In rhe stampeed of 1931, he lost a peck- 
horse when the animal was blown off a 
narrow ledge and had its back broken in the 
notch of a tree where It landed. 

The 'rush of 1931 followed the. discovery 
of "color" in the Livingstone Range. Hundred*, 
including several women, packed in but wee 
defeated by hardship or the RCMP. who per¬ 
mitted only the well-equipped to pioceed It 
was then learned that the stamped? had been 
prompted by the finding of iron pyrites - 
“fool’s gold.” Many more searched the Fall n 
Timber Creek area two years later when other 
likely prospects were found, but these, too, 
soon trickled out. Only King Bearspaw re¬ 
fused to give up. 

It was in November, 1961, that editor Prim¬ 
rose interviewed him, when the stubborn pros¬ 
pector believed he had finally located the mine. 
Some months before he had sold s single nug¬ 
get to an Ameriqan for |40. 

Today Mr. Primrose say*, "... There isn’t 
much to add to the story King brought in 
some samples which we had assayed but they 
were next thing to worthless. Kmg keen* 
looking for the mine but I am afraid tt l* a 
hopeless cause ..." 

And now it is the turn of the historian.

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JAMES K. NESBITT Turns Back the Pages 
to Victoria of Sixty Years Ago 


It was the Victoria erf 60 years ago 
this month. The motor car was coming in, 
the telephone and electric light appeared 
here to stay. 

Richard McBride had been premier a 
year. 

Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniere was lieu¬ 
tenant-governor, and had just moved into 
the spanking new Government House, 
which took the place of the residence that 
burned in 1899, sending Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor T. R. Mclnnes fleeing in the pie-dawn 
darkness in his nightshirt. 

There was a saloon on every corner and 
young men about town went to the Delmoruco 
to dance with girl* who had learned their art 
during (tie gold rush In the Yukon. The seal¬ 
ing business waa petering out. but still the 
little schooners lent a picturesque atmosphere 
to • the upper haihor and sailors gathered 
around the pot-bellied stoves In the ship 
chandlery shops and spun their tan yams. 

There were band concerto every Saturday 
In the Drill Hall (now the motor vehicle 
headquarters on Menzies Street i and it was 
the custom of young men to take their beat 
girls there and walk 'round and round and 
'round while the band played. This form of 
entertainment was called a prom and after It 
was over the young people flocked to Clay's 
ten tea or to Lilley’s for ice cream. 

The famous Fifth Regiment Band gave a 
concert in the autumn of 1904. and The 
t uioalsl noted "This bond surpassed itself 
In the opera house on the occasion of a grand 
benefit concert given for them by the citizens 
of Victoria under *ie direct patronage of His 
Worship the Mayor, Mr. Harry Bernard. The 
band was ably assisted by several of Victoria's 
moat talented ringers. Including Mrs R H 
Pooley, Mrs. Harry C- Briggs and Mr. Herbert 
Kent. aU of whom splendidly upheld their en¬ 
viable reputation aa vocalists of the first rank. 
The Instrumental solos w ere alao thoroughly 
enjoyed, the clarinet aoio by Bandsman Gum- 
bert and the cornet solo by Bandsman Driscoll 
being intensely relished and encored " 

Dr Charles F. Ne wc oombe was worried 
about the destruction of totem poles and he 
was doing hai best lo have them preserved. He 
was a man far ahead of his times. There is 
a note in The Colonist «0 years a to “LARGE 
TOTEM POLE ... Among the cargo on the 
steamer Tees, from the north, was a large to¬ 
tem pole, measuring shout 25 feet in length 
and five feel in circumference. This ancient r 
Indian woodwork was brought down from Mas- 
sett. Queen Charlotte Islands, for Dr New- 
combe and from all appearance was carved by 
Indians many years ago." 

i It was Dr. Newcombe's son Billy who 
gai tiered together a magnificent collection of 
Indian artifacts and Emily Carr paintings, 
which the government purchased a few years 
ago from his estate.) 


In 1901 there waa a federal election. The 
Liberals went back, under Prime Minister Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. In Victoria the long-time 
favorite, E. G. Prior, who had been B.C. pre¬ 
mier, waa defeated by Liberal George Riley, to 
the horror of IV Cskalat, which had sup¬ 
ported Prior. 

The C'ntnalwl merely noted “The result . . . 
in this city wm at no surprise to either parly, 
although Mr. Riley piled up a larger majority 
than was anticipated. It was realized by Col. 
Prior's supporters that; their candidate had 
heavy odds to fight against." 

There was the usual procession through the 
streets that night, “ c o ns i s ting of several hacks 
containing the more prominent supporters of 
the successful candidate, and a guard of honor 
composed of a large number of small boys 
with brooms. The procession formed up out¬ 
ride the Liberal committee rooms In Broad 
Street. -‘Hie 5th Regiment Band look the lead, 
and. followed by a hack containing Mr. Riley, 
Senator < William i Tempieman and Mr. Frank 
Higgins, sod the hacks with the leaser lights, 
the procession paraded around the city." 

There was regret in Victoria, for two popu¬ 
lar ships and their popular crews that were 
departing 

“Victoria must aay goodbye to the gallant 
officers and men of HMS Grafton and HMS 
Flora, and hope they may return to this sta 
Hon as soon as possible ... AH the middies 
came ashore to say goodbye to the Trice Httle 
schoolgirls they love, and some of the older 
officers had to go through the same business 
with girls who have left school ft waa a regu¬ 
lar black Friday in Victoria and Esqufmah." 

There waa much disbelief when The Col¬ 
onist took from Pearson's Weekly (London* 


a menu that was tickling the palate of fash¬ 
ionable of Britain: 

Green caterpillar soup 
Fried locust with woodlouse sauce 
Curried cwckchafers 
Wasp grubs baked in the conab 
Stag beetle larvae an toast 
Moths baked In batter. 

Devilled wi reworms 
Grasshopper au gratln 

We have no way of knowing today If the 
menu went over In Victoria of 1901 or even 
if anyone ever tried it.. Today such foods are 
fairly commonplace, or ao some people aay. 
They are lookpd upon by some as exotic, and 
if you eal them you show yourself to be moat 
cosmopolitan. 

The boys of the James Bay Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation gave a dancr in Assembly Hall on Fort 
Street. It was a fancy aiffair: 'The Interior 
of the hall resembled a description of one of 
the palaces in the Arabian Nights' entertain¬ 
ments. Bunting, gaily colored draperies, ever¬ 
greens. ribbons and other decorative properties 
had been used lavishly and with admirable 
skill, and the placing of the Hgbts. ao as to 
show off the decorations to the best advantage, 
was cleverly done. 

"Mr J. H. Lawson, the indefatigable, un¬ 
dertook to see that the refreshments were up 
to standard, and Mice all else that Mr. Lawson 
undertakes the supper was a derided success." 

Theodore Roosevelt had just been elected 
president of the United States. He had suc¬ 
ceeded on the assassination of William McKin¬ 
ley in 1901. The CriouM congratualted Teddy: 
'There is very Httle to be said about this re¬ 
sult. It was exactly what was expected from 
the outset, and will, we believe, be accepted as 
xaiufactory by the great majority of Cana¬ 
dians The personality of Mr. Roosevelt was

Canadian Issue for Christmas 


A number of philatelists, in¬ 
cluding several readers of this 
column, refuse to recognize the 
issue of Ortobei 14 as Canada's 
first Christmas stamps. their oon- 
tention being that Canada actually 
usbued thf fii« of all Christmas 
stamps in JP98. They are refer¬ 
ring. of course, to the famous old 
Map Stamp with its text “XMAS 
1898" which was released that 
year to mark the establishment 
of Imperial Penny Postage. 

The 2c stamp carrying an en¬ 


graved outline map oi the world, 
printed in black, the seven seas 
lithographed in blue and the 
British Empire in red, was Can¬ 
ada's first map stamp, first stamp 
to be printed in tluee colors by 
two processes engraving and let¬ 
terpress- and b probably the only 
Canadian stamp with two official 
first days of issue. The new 2c 
rate for letters mailed in Canada 
to points within the Empire be¬ 
came effective on Christmas Day 
but the stamp had already been 


released for domestic uac on De¬ 
cember 7. 1898. 

The new Christmas stamps, a 3c 
red for use on unsealed greetings 
and the 3c blue, were Issuari on 
October 14. Quantities of both are 
tagged but plate number blocks of 
these are not available. A total of 
100 million 5c and 300 million 3c 
•tamps was printed. 

A family group walking towards 
a Christmas star was the design 
selected from numerous sketches 
by Canadian artists and was sn- 


graved and printed by the Cana¬ 
dian Bank Note Co. Ltd. _ 

In the interests of peace and 
goodwill, let us divide the honors 
between these two issues and re¬ 
member the "Map Stamp” a* the 
first to carry' a reference to Christ¬ 
mas mail. 

The 5c purple Royal Visit stamp 
bearing a charming portrait of the 
Queen, from a photo by Anthony 
Buckley, was released on Octo¬ 
ber 5.

Lyford W one of the beet manicured courses 
I have ever seen, and although it lacks the 
scenic grandeur of Arawak it is a memorable 
course. 

I played there with big Jack Kay. who 
Is pro there for the winter months, but Is 
better known in Canada as the pro at Mont- 
rctl's Pmegrove Club where this year's Cana¬ 
dian Open was played. 

Jack Is one oi the finest long iron players 
I have met *nd this is a course that needs a 
lot ot long shots to the greens. The day I 
played with him he was around in 69. and it 
was highlighted with his eagle three at the 606- 
yard 18 th hole. Kay hit two long, long wooden 
shots both with his driver and then sank a 
little chip for the eagle. 

One of the things that somewhat worried 
me as a result of my Caribbean golfing holi¬ 
day was that the loss of a uniform golfing 
code has played havoc in this pen of the world 
which is about equally divided between those 
who follow the Royal and Ancient code and 
those who have gone into the new rules sup¬ 
porter! hy the U S. Golf Association. 


It seems to me a great pity that the two 
great ruling bodies of golf In 1963 decided to 
go their separate ways. 

Of course even when there was a uniform 
code some of the Caribbean clubs had rules of 
their own. For instance at Lyford Cay I found 
It was the general practice of member* to use 
the small size British ball from tee to green 
and then exchange it tor a large size American 
ball with which to putt. 

This Is against rules, of course, anywhere, 
but the V-S. Golf A:sooiation winch appeals 
to be the ruling body so far as this dub Is 
concerned, has taken no very definite stand 
on the matter, merely suggesting that "it Is 
not desirable." 

I should not like to be a member of a rules 
committee during a tournament played In those 
parts! 

Every year will see new courses appearing 
on the various Caribbean Islands. I saw at 
least three In process of construction; and as 
the Jets bring these lovely islands nearer and 
nearer to us. they will as years roll on be¬ 
come a new mecca for northern golfer* who 
seek to keep their game sharp through winter 
months.

Arriuthst Hufh J> mpeey. In his thorough 
(mi mg of lege. a 1 fiom fact, Mr. Dempsey lias 
uncovered some rather, startling details. 

For example; 

Thai despite the mesi careful searching fbr 
almost a century, no gold in paying amount* 
ha.H lieen taken out of the mine's supposed 
locality. an<l all agree that the region has been 
entirely scenhcti at one time or another; 

Tliat trie Tobacco Plains “priest” who was 

friendly wiih Lemon was really a French- 
t'-tradian of dub-o.is integrity named Jean 
L lieureux. Tn** character had actually studied 


for life priesthood, but had fW westward after 
a so^i't-il Mr. Dempsey lound tliat L'Heureux 
had started a false gold rush in 1862, but lor 
what reason is not known; 

T^iai in 1968 one Frank Lemmon reported 
the staying of his partner (unnamed) by In¬ 
dians and that he had found promising indi¬ 
cation* of gold. He subsequently organized 
an expedition to find hi< strike. But weeks 
later the party returned unsuccessful and 
bitter, convinced that Lemmon had ''bilked” 
them 

Tliat there were no Stoney Indians with the 
surname 1 Bendow ' 

Mr Dempsey concluded with the opinion 
that the Pretended Priest." a* LHeuieux was 


known to the Indians, had created the entire 
myth. After offering almost conclusive evi¬ 
dence that Black Jack really was a Cariboo 
veteran named Nehemiah T. Smith, Mr. Demp¬ 
sey gives an old Dally C-otonixt news item as 
the clincher that the “Lost Lemon Mine'' la 
fiction. 

Dated June 16. 1883, the Colonist article ap¬ 
peared under the heading "Blnek Jack.” 

“One of the most noted of Cariboo* early 
prospectors was an American named 'Black 
Jack.' He led the way to many a rich streak 
of pay-dirt and at one time owned rich claims 
and scatteied his dust like a duke. For a long 
time I.*ayk Jack ha* been an inmate of the 
hospitW old, sick and decrepit. He has been 
tenderly cared for and today, with his health 
somewhat re-established, is desirous of revisit¬ 
ing his naiive land. It is therefore hoped that 
a helping hand will be extended him by citi¬ 
zens generally so that the poor old pioneer 
may sail for 'home' again by the steamer that 
leaves today." 

Which, in case you didn't notice, means 
that Black Jack was alive a full 13 years after 
he was supposedly murdered by Lemon! 

One theory that is gaining acceptance to¬ 
day is the belief that Lemon and his partner 
—whoever he was — simply stole gold dust 
from B.C. minere and hiked to the High River 
country where they invented the story of the 
mine. If-Lemon did murder his comrade. It 
would have been to av-okl sharing the loot. 

Some of those who subscribe to this theory 
beheve that there is gold In the Livingstone* 
— gold hidden by lemon. 

Today the legends continue and men atlU 
venture into the mountains, sure that the gold 
Is there, that the “Lost Lemon Mine" really 
exists. 

They may yet prove that it does!

JOURNEY THROUGH TIME

-What's time? Leave Now for dogs and apes: Wan has 
Forever.” So declaimed the poet Browning In a more leisurely 
age. Today we are infinitely more conscious of the passage of 
time, if only because so much more happens in it for us. Yet the 
essential nature of time still defies us. Is It a sort of moving plat¬ 
form we board at birth and leave at death? Or is it, as Shelley 
once wrote, merely 1 "our consciousness of the succession of ideas 
in our mind?” 

Time is. Indent, the great enigma, puzzling theologian and mathe¬ 
matician alike. The virtue of this new book it precisely that it ia not by 
a scientist but by an imaginative writer who has pondered the subject 
for many Years. Several of Priestley's plays, in fact, have experimented 
with time sequences, which makes him the ideal man for the subject. 

The book, incidentally, is a sumptuous gift volume printed in Holland 
and lavishly IJIuaUraled in color and monochrome. For once, in a book 
of this type, the words dominate the pictures through sheer power of 
the writer** craft. Priestley writes In that blunt, direct atyle of his. 
eschewing the (argon of the technologist wherever possible. He elucidates 
complex theories, such as Einstein's relative time and Jung’s theory of 
-individuation” in model fashion. Priestley ia at the opposite pole from 
writers who seek to Impress with bombast. He has meditated so long 
and deeply on the aubket of time that he ia able to express hia Ideas In 
the most lurid of language- 

lie calls hia text an "essay,” which la precisely what it ia. An essay

presupposes a persona] approach, and from lime to time Priestley does 
introduce his own thoughts on hia central theme. With certain leaerva- 
tiona, he has long been a disciple of the English inventor and philosopher, 
J. W. Dunne 11875-19491. who devised a theory of serial time This lays 
down that time is a serial process not linked to the clock. Dunne believed 
that in dreams the human consciousness could move backwards and for¬ 
wards unfettered by chronological time. 

Dunne’s theories have not survived too well, aa Priestley himself 
concedes. Rut Dunne's basic concept st(l) appeals to him, as it did when 
he was using It in such plavs aa "Time and the Conway*." On a page 
of thla book, facing a stunning color photograph of the Grand Canyon. 
Priestley relates how, when he first laid eye* on the canyon in the 90s 
he instantly realized that he had seen It before in bis dreams. 

I don’t want to give the Impression that the book is merely s dis¬ 
cussion by a noted novelist and playwright of his own concepts of time. 
Though he interpolates his personal Interpretations, Priestley devotes the 
bodv of his hook to a brilliant conspectus of man's Ideas of time — his¬ 
torical. scientific, and Imaginative. He take* the reader on a fascinating 
journey through the past to the present and finally to the threshold of 
the future. 

Though death cuts off the clock for each of us, Priestley believes 
that there are other kinds of time in which consciousness may survive. 
For a fuller explanation the reader should go to the book Itself. I found 
it an absorbing exposition of a seemingly simple subject — one *o simple, 
indeed, that the mystery at it* heart remains at elusive as ever. 


DAG HAMMERSKJOLD: A Life of Sacrifice 


Dag Hammarskjold was a withdrawn, 
reserved figure even to his friends, shar¬ 
ing little of his life with theirs. His duties 
as Secretary-General of the United Na¬ 
tions required him to meet others con¬ 
stantly, but, as we now know from his 
writings, “even in the most intense activ¬ 
ity" he had a “feeling of unreality” be¬ 
cause hff—could "never come close to 
another." 

In appearance he was refined, almost 
esthetic. 1 never met Hamraarskjotd. but en¬ 
countered him occaaionslly ia a snail Madison 
Avenue bookshop which carried foreign books 
and papers. He was invariably recognized but 
not disturbed by those present. Wherever he 
went Dag Hammsrskjold wrapped himself in 
a cloak of reserve. 

We know now that he lived in his own 
private world of contemplation. He spoke 
several languages, read voraciously, loved 
music and art. Unmarried, he served the UN 
with a selflessness and dedication obvious even 
to his ideological adversanes. Some inner force 
sustained him through the successive crises 
which engulfed the UN from the time he as¬ 
sumed office in 1963 until he met his end in an 
airplane crash In Northern Rhodesia eight 
years later. 

The nature of that Inner force is revealed 
In this remarkable book. It is a journal of 
meditations written by Hammarskjold at 
various times from 1925 on — a Journal which, 
taken as a whole, can be seen as s spiritual 
testament. 

The early entries are brief and fragmentary. 
The body of the book was set down during the 
years Hammarskjold served as secretary- 
general in New York. Though he msy have 
had no notion of publication when he began, 
the thought of publication became more accept¬ 
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able to him as the years passed. In a note to 
a Swedish friend he expressly grants permis¬ 
sion for this step to be taken. The entries, he 
thought, provided “the only true profile” of 
him that could be drawn. 

What they provide, In fact, is an astonishing 
glimpse into the other-worldly aspirations of 
the man. Hammarskjold was a mystic In the 
now almost extinct sense of the word. As a

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DID CHINA EMPEROR WEAR THIS STRIKING ROBE?

If variety is really the spice of life , then the 
Btaff at Victoria's Goodwill Enterprises leads a life 
that would lame the liveliest Mexican meal. 

Among the uncounted thousamls of items they 
have handled*, and which roll in every day , almost no 
two are ever alike. Certainly, they see many of the 
‘'same things* 9 —dresses, suits , shoes, baby clothes and 
a host more —but these are not wholesale job lots. 
Each item has the ptilina cjf prerious ownership upon 
it, and each is cleaned , repaired if necessary and 
ironed for resale. 

who sent them in. Staffer*, with 
lively imagination* can only 
dj-eam up stories of the people, 
places and time* filling the back¬ 
ground of any item. 

Probably the moat exotic Item 
to appear at the Victoria centre 
sis unfolded early this year. 

It consists of a Chinese robe and 
wmp around skirt of the Man¬ 
darin period. 

Such was the quality of Its ma¬ 
terial- « deep blue, pure ailk and 
the beauty of the embroidery 
upon M, that Goodwill decided this 
would be no ordinary, off the- 
face sale. What, they wondered, 
could be ita story* 

Victoria has many residents 
with China in their background: 
many living here now. apart from 
those of Chinese birth, spam year* 
in that country. 

Per (laps someone among them 
might be able to tell something 
about the robe from examining It* 
or the picture. 

The queries produced answers 
that were fascinating, tantalizing 
and incomplete. 

The robe is authentic Mandarin. 
That much Is definite! 

More interesting, and Just as 
definite, fes the fact that It oame 
from the old Imperial Chinese 
court, and had been owned by a 
member of the royal family itself. 

That court, it was learned, was 
made up of people of many 
rigidly fixed ranks, from the em¬ 
peror and empress down through 
their children, the Imperial con¬ 
cubines and members of the her¬ 
editary nobility. 

Of them all. only the top three 
ranks of the royal family itself 
were entitled lo wear robes bear¬ 
ing the sign of the five-dawed 
dragon, and only the emperor and 
a prince of the Mood could wear 
a robe bearing four roundels 
(circles of embroidery In pur* 
gold thread), one each front and 
back, and one on each shoulder. 

The robe that appeared at 
Goodw U1 has these four roundels, 
and the symbokt embroidered in 
them m gold include the fiive- 
dawed dragon. 

Also discernible are a number 
of the 12 ornaments indicating 
rank and power: aun with three- 
legged cockerel inside: moon with 
a hare pounding the elixir of im¬ 
mortality: goblets; pheasant; 
waterweed; flames: a circle rep¬ 
resenting rice 

Research also dMctoeed that a 
number of these robes found their 
way to the Occident after the fall 
of the CTtineae imperial dynasty. 
They came by as many routes as 
theie were bearers and while 
aomr were brought out as treas¬ 
ured souvenirs of the OM China, 
1*— TVs Daily Cotaalst, Suadey.

Many of these also thought the 
robes would seli for even more If 
they carried more embroidery— 
ao more was added. 

The additions are beautiful aa 
only fine Oriental embroidery can 
be but in point of fact they take 
away from the authenticity of 
the garment. 

AU of the original embroidery 


of these Imperial robes had a spe¬ 
cial meaning that went beyond 
mere ornamentation. The gaily- 
colored addUiona are purely dec¬ 
oration. 

Somewhere in Victoria there 
may be someone who know* tha 
story of this particular robe. 

Unless thay come forward, the 
mystery of the Mandarin Em¬ 
peror's—or was it Empress'?— 
coat may remain forever a tan- 
talyzfng particle of China’s his¬ 
tory, preserved In silk and gokl 
many yearn and miles from Its 
origin.
